Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District 
during  the  year  1962» 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  the  number  of  live  births 
was  higher  by  48  and  the  number  of  deaths  higher  by  32.  Just  over 
half  of  those  who  died  were  over  75  years  of  age.  As  usual, 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  were  the  chief  cause  of 
death.  Respiratory  inf'ections  were  prevalent  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  rose  from  28  to  53 > 
and  of  this  latter  number  44  were  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

Accidents  other  than  those  caused  by  motor  vehicles  resulted  in 
9  deaths,  of  which  6  occurred  in  persons  between  81  and  93  years  of 
age  in  consequence  of  accidents  at  home,  viz.  falls  (3  cases), 
carbon  monoxide  poisoning  (2  oases),  and  electrocution  (1  case). 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  were 
measles  I67,  tuberculosis  19?  scarlet  fever  17?  whooping  cough  6, 
food  poisoning  2,  dysentery  2,  acute  encephalitis  1,  paratyphoid 
fever  1 ,  and  puerperal  pyrexia  1 .  There  were  no  deaths  from  these 
infections.  Though  only  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  recorded 
it  is  likely  that  many  cases  with  mild  symptoms  do  not  seek  treat¬ 
ment.  Reference  is  made  on  page  I4  to  the  cases  of  food  poisoning 
and  paratyphoid  fever. 

Immunization  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and  at 
clinics.  The  acceptance  rate  is  high  but  instances  occur  of 
parents  who  do  not  believe  in  these  procedures.  B.C.G-.  vaccination 
of  pupils  aged  13  years  is  carried  out  at  school. 

The  occurrence  of  smallpox  elsewhere  in  the  country  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  stimulated  the  demand  for  vaccination  among 
residents,  particularly  the  families  of  persons  occupied  at  London 
Airport  and  those  contemplating  travel  abroad  or  to  areas  where 
oases  had  occurred.  Vaccinations  were  carried  out  at  surgeries  and 
clinics.  At  no  time  was  it  necessary  to  advocate  mass  vaccination. 
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Though  the  incidence  of  most  infectious  diseases  has  fallen  to 
a  remarkable  extent  the  incidence  of  tooth  decay  remains  deplorably 
high.  For  many  years  it  has  been  known  that  the  presence  of 
fluorides  in  optimum  amounts  in  drinking  v\rater  is  associated  with  a 
beneficial  effect  on  dental  healthc.  In  December  19^2  the  kinister 
of  Health  announced  that  he  is  ready  to  approve  schemes  for  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  v/ater  supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it 
naturally.  A  level  of  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride  is 
advocated.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
fluoride  is  naturally  present  in  the  piped  water  supply  of  this 
District  at  a  level  of  about  a  fifth  of  that  recommended. 

Statistics  and  other  relevant  matters  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector's  report  are  submitted  in  the  following  pages. 

In  concludi.ng  this  preface  I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and 
of  mentioning  Mr.  Bedborough  for  his  care  in  keeping  the  records  and 
preparing  this  report.

Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  the  year  1,4-25  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  were 
brought  to  this  office  and  the  signature  of  the  doctor  authenticated. 

Dwelling  Accommodation 

The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  District  in  1962  was  10,883<.  In  addition 
approximately  360  caravans  were  in  use. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  new  houses  v/ere  erected  during  the  year.  Further 
housing  statistics  may  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report 
on  pages  22  and  23*

iiio  lYokixig  and  District  \Yater  Company- 

Mains  supplies  are  taken  direct  to  the  dwellings  vifith  the  exception  of 
about  4-60  caravans  and  other  abodes  which  are  provided  from  standpipes. 

A  sample  of  water  from  a  standpipe  was  tested  for  bacteria  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  source  is  the  River  Thames*  The  treatment  consists  of  sedimentation, 
filtration  and  chlorination*  The  supply  is  adequate  in  quanti-ty,  hard  in 
character,  free  from  metals  and  of  a  high  standard  of  organic  quality  and 
bacterial  purity* 

( b )  ^_a^llow  Wells 

The  shallow  wells  already  mentioned  provide  for  4-0  caravans  and  other 
homes.  Bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  27  samples  from  8  wells 
knovm  to  be  sources  of  drinking  vmter*  The  coliform  count  indicated  that  8 
samples  were  at  the  time  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes  and  thr.t  3  samples 
v/ere  regarded  af*  ’’suspicious''*  I'sers  liave  been  advised  tlriat  the  water  should 
be  boiled  before  drinking. 

Refuse  Collection 

Under  the  joint  scheme  operated  by  Twickenham  Borough  Council  and  serving 
Staines,  Sunbury  and  Twickenham,  refuse  is  processed  at  the  Charlton 
Destructor  Plant  and  taken  to  a  nearby  gravel  pit  for  disposal  by  the  lagoon- 
ing  method*  In  warm  weather  accumulations  at  the  gravel  pit  of  processed 
refuse  awaiting  disposal  have  caused  nuisances  due  to  odours  and  insects* 
Methods  of  control  at  the  disposal  area  are  being  kept  under  review  in  order 
to  prevent  these  nuisances. 


The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  sewered  in  connection  with  the  West 
Middlesex  Main  Drainage  scheme.  Approximately  l60  cesspools  remain  in  use 
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and  are  emptied  at  intervals  by  the  Council.  Some  caravans  and  a  number  of 
riverside  dwellings  are  provided  v;ith  chemical  closets. 


This  was  in  use  during  the  summer  season.  The  continuous  filtration/ 
chlorination  plant  has  effected  a  marked  improvement  in  the  appearance  and 
purity  of  the  water. 

Two  samples  of  the  water  were  tested  bacteriologically  and  reported  on  as 
being  satisfactory.

Salmonella  paratyphoid  B  phage  type  Dundee 


A  boy  aged  14  infected  with  this  organism  developed  symptoms  ten  days 
after  returning  from  a  holiday  in  the  Middle  East.  He  was  admitted  to 
hospital  where  the  causative  organism  was  identified.  He  vms  discharged  the 
following  month  after  five  specimens  of  stools  and  urine  had  been  tested  and 
found  to  be  negative.  Routine  inquiries  were  made  but  no  evidence  was 
obtained  of  a  local  source  of  infection.  No  secondary  cases  occurred.  In 
all  probability  the  infection  was  contracted  abroad. 


Food  Poisoning 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  affecting  two  members  of  a  family  vms 
investigated. 

Salmonella _b re de ney  was  the  causative  organism.  It  vms  not  found 
possible  to  trace  the  infection  to  any  particular  item  of  food.  As  the  ill¬ 
ness  developed  within  two  days  of  the  consumption  of  a  pork  pie  inquiries 
were  made  into  the  source  and  conditions  of  manufacture  of  the  article  but  no 
evidence  of  infection  was  discovered. 

Both  cases  were  treated  at  home  and  finally  three  consecutive  negative 
samples  of  stools  were  obtained. 
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G-iardia  Lamblia; 


Three  members  of*  a  f’amily  who  had  recently  returned  from  a  sojourn  in  the 
Far  East  complained  of  mild  intestinal  symptoms  Cysts  of  giardia  lamblia 
were  found  in  the  stools c  This  unusual  infection  was  probably  contracted 
abroad o  It  cleared  within  a  week  v\fith  the  use  of  the  appropriate  drug*

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 : 

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole  of  the 
County  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Public  Control  Department 
of  the  County  Council  of  Middlesex  for  the  following  information  on  samples 
procured  and  inspections  carried  out  in  this  District  during  1962; 

"With  reference  to  your  letter  of  7th  February  last,  I  give  below  details 
of  food  and  drug  samples  procured  in  the  Urban  District  of  Sunbury-on-Thames 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December^  1962=  I  attach  a  table  showing  the 
types  and  numbers  of  samples  procured  in  the  district,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  of  a  total  of  109  samples  procured  six  were  found  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory  =  The  unsatisfactory  cake  and  sausage  samples  shown  in  the  attached 
table  were  both  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  following  complaints  from  a 
Works  Canteen  in  your  district >.  In  the  case  of  the  cake,  which  was  a 
chocolate  eclair  on  which  was  found  a  small  area  of  mould  spores  and  hyphae, 
it  proved  impossible  to  obtain  sufficient  evidence  to  show  vtfhether  the  respon¬ 
sibility  v/as  that  of  the  canteen  staff  or  of  the  baker  supplying  the  canteen^ 
In  the  circumstances  no  action  was  taken.  The  sausage  roll  was  also  certi¬ 
fied  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  containing  mould  spores  and  hyphae  and  in 
respect  of  it  it  was  established  that  the  sausage  roll  had  been  put  aside  by 
the  baker  on  a  shelf  so  that  it  should  not  be  sent  out  to  customers c  No 
instructions  were  issued  by  the  baker,  and  his  roundsman  took  the  sausage  roll 
from  the  shelf  and  delivered  it  to  the  canteen^  The  baker  was  fined  .'5  and 
ordered  to  pay  8„  Od  towards  the  costs o 

"Two  samples  of  self-raising  flour  were  procured  from  a  school  kitchen  in 
your  area  and  both  samples  y/ere  found  to  be  deficient  in  carbon  dioxide <.  The 
analysis  was  such  as  to  suggest  that  there  might  have  been  a  mixture  of  self- 
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raising  and  plain  flours c  The  floLir  had  boen  tipped  fx'om  the  sacks  in  which 
it  was  supplied  into  bins  at  the  school  and  for  this  reason  it  was  impossible 
to  show  what  precisely  had  been  delivered  by  the  millers »  For  this  reason  no 
action  was  taken c 

"Another  complaint  received  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  your 
Council  was  in  regard  to  a  packet  of  ice-lolly  mixture  in  v/hich  foreign  matter 
was  found  to  be  present  On  analysis  it  was  found  that  the  foreign  matter 
consisted  of  mould  spores  and  hyphacj  and  that  the  sample  was  not  fit  for  human 
consumption..  It  was  thought  that  the  cause  of  the  presence  of  the  mould  was 
faulty  sealing  of  the  package^  The  manufacturers  were  sent  a  letter  of  warn¬ 
ing.,  They  promised  to  ensure  that  the  packages  were  properly  and  efficiently 
sealed. 

"A  large  piece  of  glass  Y/as  found  in  a  tin  of  peas  Yvhich  was  supplied  by  a 
wholesaler  to  a  school  in  your  area.  Thorough  investigation  at  the  cannery 
did  not  provide  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  as  to  how  the  glass 
came  to  be  in  the  peas.  Because  the  firm  lias  an  excellent  reputation  they 
Y/ere  not  prosecuted  but  Y/ere  sent  a  letter  of  caution. 

"In  addition  to  samples  purchased  in  the  boroughj  labelled  stacks  and  dis¬ 
plays  of  fish  meat  (15)^  apples  (49)?  citrus  fruit  (18),  offal  (8)  and 

other  miscellaneous  foods  v9)  were  examined  in  33  shops.  Formal  samples  are 
selectively  procured  based  on  these  examinations  of  labelled  displays  of 
natural  foods  Y;here  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  label  or  where 
there  is  need  for  a  further  more  detailed  examination.  The  Inspectors  of  the 
Department  for  over  a  number  of  years  acquired  a  considerable  expertise  in  the 
identification  of  cuts  of  meat  and  of  varieties  of  fish  and  fruit.  Ho 
infringements  arising  from  these  inspections  have  been  officially  reported. 

"In  1962  new  Regulations  were  introduced  dealing  Y/ith  emulsifiers  and 
stabilisers  in  food,  and  v/ith  preservatives  in  food.  In  addition  there  has 
been  an  amended  Food  Standard  relating  to  table  jellies.  The  effect  of  the 
Regulations  dealing  vilth  emulsifiers  and  stabilisers  with  preservatives  is  to 
define  and  limit  the  additives  which  are  permittedj  and  (.in  the  case  of 
preservatives),  to  extend  the  range  of  foods  and  the  types  of  preservatives 
which  are  allowed,  but  nevertheless  closely  limiting  the  quantities  of  such 
preservatives-  No  infringement  arising  from  the  new  Regulations  has  been 
reported  during  the  year. 

' (The  MerC'handise_  )'^aglcs  _A^^  : 

Inspections  are  carried  out  under  the  above  Acts  to  ensure  that  the 
requirements  of  the  various  lvn,rking  Orders  relating  to  the  indication  of 
origin  of  imported  foodstuffs  are  applied.  Inspections  vifere  made  at  71 
premises,  and  27  stacics  and  displays  of  meat,  39  of  apples,  33  of  tomatoes  and 
21  other  miscellaneous  foods  were  examined  for  compliance  v/ith  the  Orders.  No 
serious  infringement  Y\ras  disclosed,  minor  infringements  being  dealt  Y/ith  by 
veroal  warning. 

"Safe 

Ten  samples  of  rav/  milk  were  procured  in  your  borough  and  tested  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  of  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk  Y;ere  procured  from 
retailers  and  tested  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation 
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had  been  correctly  performed^  No  faiHiires  have  been  reported,  Twenty-seven 
inspections  of  premises  at  Y/hich  miHc  is  pasteurised  or  at  which  it  is  sold 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  premises  concerned  con¬ 
formed  to  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960„ 

''The_  Jl^b  ell^  Food  _0rdeiq,_  .1.95,^ ; 

This  Order  requires  prepacked  food  to  be  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  packer  or  labeller,  or  to  bear  a  registered  trade  mark;  to  be  marked 
with  its  common  or  usual  name  or  its  appropriate  designation;  and  to  bear  a 
statement  of  ingredients  if  the  food  consists  of  more  than  one  ingredient.  It 
also  controls  the  manner  in  which  the  presence  of  vitamins  and  minerals  is 
disclosedo  A  total  of  3S  premises  have  been  visited  in  connection  with  the 
Order,  and  190  articles  of  food  have  been  examined.  No  infringements  were 

disclosed^

To  the  ChaJj^man  aji^_Me_D^^  _of  tl^  Cjpuncil 
Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Centlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1962.. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  continued  smoothly  with  the  aim 
of  presenting  to  the  public  a  service  in  the  field  of  environmental  health.. 
The  varied  nature  of  the  work  can  be  gauged  from  the  summary  of  inspections 
on  the  following  page » 

In  my  report  last  year  I  referred  to  the  completion  of  the  Council's 
five  year  clearance  programme  for  unfit  houses.  Following  the  completion 
of  the  progTamme  the  Council  agreed  to  schedule  a  further  twenty-eight 
houses  for  clearance  during  the  next  five  years. 

Eleven  families  were  re-accommodated  from  slum  clearance  properties 
by  the  Council  in  1962  but  at  the  end  of  the  year,  due  to  the  present 
shortage  of  new  accommodation,  fifty-one  families  remained  to  be  rehoused 
from  the  earlier  programme.  During  the  year  three  additional  properties 
were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  increased  by  36;^i  over  the  I96I  figure.  A  considerable 
amount  of  slaughtering  continued  to  take  place  during  the  evenings  and  at 
weekends  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  was  once  more  possible  to 
achieve  100b  inspection  of  animals  killed  for  human  consumption. 

I  thank  members  of  the  Council  and  Staff,  particularly  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  for  their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.

RODENT  AND  PEST  COimtOL 

Rodent  Control: 

The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  (299)  was  slightly  less  than  in 
1961  and  the  tv/o  operative  gave  good  service  to  eradicate  infestations  and  keep 
the  rodent  population  in  check. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  service  to  domestic  premises  but  business  and 
industrial  premises  are  charged  for  work  undertaken. 

In  no  instance  v/as  there  any  evidence  found  to  indicate  infestation  in 
drains  or  sewers  in  the  district.

REFUSE  TIPS 

Consents  to  deposit  refuse  (other  than  household  refuse)  in  disused  water¬ 
logged  gravel  pits  are  given  by  this  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  Acts,  1944  and  1950..  The  consents  are  reviewed 
annually  and  in  19^2  eight  such  consents  v/ere  givenc  Filling  took  place  in  six 
of  the  pitSo 

Conditions  are  imposed  regarding  the  type  of  materials  permitted  to  be 
deposited  and  it  is  necessary  for  careful  and  frequent  observations  to  be  kept 
on  the  progress  of  filling  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  work  is  carried  out  with¬ 
out  nuisance  and  that  a  reasonably  stable  filling  results- 
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The  persons  to  whom  permission  is  given  are  required,  amongst  other  things, 
to  take  periodic  samples  of  the  pit  water  and  provide  information  regarding  its 
oxygen  content « 

The  Council  requires  that  the  filled  areas  are  provided  with  a  suitable  top 
covering  but  power  does  not  exist  to  comxDel  the  seeding  or  cultivation  of  the 
lando  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  operators 
have  taken  steps  towards  the  restoration  of  the  land.  Hay  crops  are  produced 
and  some  areas  are  used  for  grazing. 

The  filling  of  a  disused  gravel  pit  of  approximately  twelve  acres  in  the 
Ashford  part  of  the  district  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  pit  has  been 
used  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  intermittently  for  about  fifteen  years  and  the 
final  four  acres  of  water,  having  a  depth  of  approximately  sixteen  feet,  were 
filled  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  Almost  immediately,  develop¬ 
ment  commenced  on  an  estate  of  nearly  I50  houses  and  shops.  I  believe  this  is 
the  first  occasion  where  a  pit  of  thxis  nature  has  been  built  upon  so  soon  after 
the  completion  of  the  infilling.  Special  building  techniques  were  adopted  and 
it  is  hoped  that  there  v/ill  be  no  detrimental  effects  upon  the  buildings  in  the 
future «

Complaints  of  noise  again  increased  and  chiefly  concerned  noise  from  night 
work  in  factories  adjacent  to  residential  areas. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  v/as  spent  in  dealing  v/ith  complaints  of  this 
kind  and  discussions  v/ith  the  management  of  factories  concerned  usually  brought 
about  improvement o  One  particular  case  was  still  giving  trouble  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  the  Council  authorised  the  service  of  notice  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  193^?  and  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960=

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat 


The  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  at  tv/o  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  has  again  occupied  a  considerable  amount  of 
your  Inspectors'  time «  Slaughtering  continued  to  be  carried  out  during 
evenings  and  at  weekends  but  it  y/as  again  possible  to  achieve  inspection  of  all 
animals  killed. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  increased  from  19?430  in  1961  to  26s548 
in  1962.  This  was  due  principally  to  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs 
slaughtered.  Seventy-five  whole  carcases  of  x^igs  were  condemned  and  this 
abnormally  high  figure  was  the  result  of  an  unidentified  fever  affecting 
animals  in  a  particular  pig  breeding  establishment  from  which  a  large  number  of 
pigs  are  regularly  received. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture ^ 
Fisheries  and  Food  Veterinary  Laboratory  at  New  Hav/,  Addle  stone j  Surrey,  and^ 
ViThen  necessary,  specimens  are  taken  to  this  laboratory  for  diagnosis  or 
identification. 


One  slaughterhouse  continued  to  be  used  as  a  Deadweight  Certification 
Centre  for  pigs  in  connection  with  the  Covernment  Fatstock  G-uarantee  Scheme. 

A  total  of  9^040  pigs  were  certified  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being 
eligible  for  guarantee  payment.  The  Council  received  -£21+1  for  undertaking 
this  service  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry. 
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An  Exchequer  grant  of  <£115  was  made  towards  the  Council’s  cost  of  meat 
inspection  services  for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  larch,  1963=-
